As you will note, the bottom of 
the enbinet reals upon simple 
cleala, Now, with a rasp and 
sandpaper, smooth up the end 
pieces all sround, 

The ghelvea and table top are 
merely rectangular pieces that 
are sawed to size. Assemble 
theas to the end pleces with 
finishing naile and glue, setting 
the nails and pultying the holes.

HUNTING COTTONTAIL RABBIT IS 
THRILLING SPORT 


COTTONTAIL rabbits are to 
the hunter what panfish are to 
the angler. Both provide fine 
sport for the greatest number of 
rod and gun users, Both are 
abundant, widespread, and uni- 
versal favorites, They live close 
to city, town and farm alike, and 
they may be taken with miini- 
mum time, effort and expense. 
When the ground is hidden by 
a light covering of tracking 
snow, and the rabbits are in 
prime condition, it is an ideal 
time to go after cottontails, On 
pleasant days these “powder 
puff” bunnies of the lowlands 
will be hopping about in search 
of food carly in the morning and 
in midafternoon, When it is ex- 
tremely cold, the snow is deep, 
or a blizzard is blowing, the rab- 
bits will stay quict in their dens, 
Many thousands of cottontails 
are taken each year. They are to 


be found in cornfields, meadows, + 


ravines, sparse woodlots, along 
stone fences, and wherever brush 
piles are in evidence, But their 
choaen home-sites are the ever- 
green swamplands, 

There ig keener sport and more

skill required in hunting rab- 
bits in the swamplands, where 
they have the advantage, than 
in open fields and thin woods, 
where the dogs may more readily 
drive them to the waiting hunter. 
In an area where rabbits are 
plentiful, though, there will be 
fast action as the dogs work 
among the low evergreens, al- 
ders, and brush heaps. They will 
chase the cottontails slong regu- 
lar runways where the gunner 
may catch glimpses and open 


fire. 

With well-trained hounds, 
there is much fun to the occasion. 
The cottontails, being clever fel- 
lows, may take the dogs on long 
nnd puzzling routes through the 
swamp, and temporarily clude 
their pursuers by jumping logs 
or leaping over water to obliter- 
ate the scent. But soon the baf- 
fled hounds pick up the broken 
trail, and their excited barking 
resumes, The hunter is alert to 
every sound and movement, and 
stands ready at some strategic 
point to level his shotgun, lond- 
ed with No, 6 or 744 shells, and 
press the trigger.

It depends on whether she

Beautiful gift wrappings of unusual design are pictured 
here. Metallic wrappings predominate, for this is to be 
a glittery and golden Christmas, The boxes are tied 
for the most part with ribbon, and caught with sprays 
of berries, flowers or pine cones. Fancy papers are alse 
tops, as are little pasted-on decorations that children 


use in kindergarten. 
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WITH DECEMBER here, work 
outdoors will soon stop for the 
gardener. But there are several 
things that should be done this 
month, 

If poison ivy has been a men- 
ace carlicr in the year, dig the 
plants up now and burn them, 
but remember to keep gloves on 
while doing so. 

Use an asbestos torch to de- 
atroy pests which inhabit your 
trees, Any cocoons in the crev- 
ices of trees can be forced out 
with a broom, When ridding 
your trees of pests, be carcful 
not to injure the bark of the 


trees, 

Pulling chickweed from the 
lawn will provide plenty of out- 
door work this month. More ef- 
ficient, however, ia the use of a 
apray, obtainable from any deal- 
ere 

Garden furniture has doubt- 
Jess been taken indoors by now. 
Any ornamental objects such as 
bird baths and statues should 
also be taken indoors if there is 
a possibility that they may be 
injured by the cold. 

If you haven't already done so, 
ave that all garden tools are 
cleaned and oiled before being 
put avay for the winter. 

FOR THE INDOOR gardener 
who ia looking for « brilliant 
plant to add to his collection, 
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the Hippeastrum is highly ree- 
ommended. Hippeastrum, also 
known as Ariaryllis, although it 
is not strictly a member of the 
Amarylligs family, is long-lived 
and easy of house culture, and 
has been a favor'te for many 
years. The straight vigorous 
stems bear large lily-like flows 
ers, white, red, and pink in color. 
It is not unusual to see tho 
formation of the flowers even be- 
fore that of the leaves. . 

The bulbs may be procured 
now and should be potted as soon 
as they are received, Use a pot 
one inch larger in diameter than 
the bulbs, Seil should be mixed 
with boria meal and rotted cow 
manure, The bulbs should be set 
so that the thick part only is 
covered with soil. Bo sure that 
the neck of the bulb is completely 
exposed. 

The bulbs are stored in a cool, 
dark place and watered about 
ones a week, As soon as growth 
ig well established they should 
he brought to a sunny window. 
During their most active stage 
they need plenty of water and a 
weekly application of fertilizer. 

Hippeastrum can be made to 
live a long time if taken care of 
properly. Plunge it outdoors in 
the summer-time, and bring it 
in to x cool cellar when fall 
comes. After it has “rested” a 
while, it ean be brought back to 
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doesn’t mean anything any 
pores We owe that to our fami- 
ies. 

First we have to consider
